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CRYPTOSPORIDIOSIS OUTBREAK 

Parasite infects at 
least eight local 
residents

At least eight people in the Didsbury and Carstairs area have 
contracted a parasite that causes diarrhoea, stomach cramps and 
low-grade fever. 

Health Authority 5 issued a press release early last week re¬ 
porting a Cryptosporidiosis outbreak in the Carstairs and Dids¬ 
bury area. 

Cryptosporidiosis is a parasite infection and symptoms usu¬ 
ally persist for 7-14 days but may go in cycles where symptoms 
seem to diminish and then reoccur in the next few days. It is the 
same infection that made hundreds of people ill in North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan earlier this year. 

Health officials issued a second press release, also early in the 
week, as rumours travelled through the area, that local water 
supplies had been contaminated and that residents had to boil 
their water. The second press release addressed the situation and 
clearly stated that Health Authority 5 had not issued an advi¬ 
sory to Carstairs and Didsbury residents to boil their water. 

Officials believe that if the water was contaminated more than 
eight people would have come forward with parasite and the num¬ 
bers of affected would be in the hundreds. 

"Although we cannot provide 100 per cent assurance, we are 
confident that the municipal water supply is not linked to the 
outbreak," said Dan Richen in a letter that was sent to surround¬ 
ing towns. 

Instead attention was turned to the Didsbury swimming pool 
where five of the eight people had recently visited. The Health 
Authority conducted a precautionary filtration test, which tested 
1,000 litres of pool water. Later in the week, the pool was deter¬ 
mined to be the cause of the outbreak. 

In response to the test the Town of Didsbury voluntarily shut 
the pool down and acid washed it and refilled it with water again. 

" They (HA5) were at that point we thought it would be best to 
volunteer to shut the pool down," said Rhonda Hunter, Director 
of Community Services. "We are being responsible about the situ¬ 
ation and showing that we are accountable to Didsbury and its 
citizens." 

The pool was reopened on August 17 in time for the weekend. 

Health Authority 5 is encouraging all residents of the Dids¬ 
bury and Carstairs area who have been ill over the past two 
weeks with persistent or recurring diarrhoea to seek medical at¬ 
tention. Although the symptoms are usually minor, young chil¬ 
dren, the elderly and people with existing health conditions may 
be more severely affected. Cryptosporidiosis is transmitted 
through food and water that have been contaminated by the feces 
of an infected individual. Preventative measures include proper 
hygiene and washing hands thoroughly after using the toilet.

County buys equipment 
anticipating deal with Ledcor 

Mountain View County purchase includes two heavy duty 
trucks, plows and sanders.

Mountain View County 
Council unanimously carried 
a motion to buy two new 
trucks last week in anticipa¬ 
tion that a deal will be worked 
out with Ledcor regarding 
clearing snow from the sec¬ 
ondary highways that run 
through the county. 

Ledcor has a provincial con¬ 
tract to clear primary and sec¬ 
ondary roads in the province 
as those routes fall under pro¬ 
vincial jurisdiction. 

Even though a deal has not 
been reached with Ledcor, the 
County will purchase two 
heavy duty trucks and two 
plows and sanders worth a 
combined $233,400 after GST 
rebates. The County needs the 
equipment before the winter 
months hit and each company 
that offered tenders also of¬ 
fered a time frame for when 

Town 

flooded by 
calls after 
outbreak

The Town of Didsbury re¬ 
ceived a flood of calls when lo¬ 
cal residents heard that a para¬ 
site had been contracted by at 
least eight local people. 

Legislative Services Coordi¬ 
nator for the Town of Didsbury 
Nicole Smith said the Town of¬ 
fice received close to 400 phone 
calls last week asking for infor¬ 
mation about the 

Cryptosporidiosis outbreak. 

And while the extra phone 
chores kept local Town employ¬ 
ees hopping. Smith said she is 
glad people phoned the Town to 
become informed - especially 
with rumours running rampant 
through town streets. 

"When people are concerned 
about something like this they 
should contact a reliable source 
like the Town office. I think it 
is a good thing that we had so 
many calls." 

Most of the calls came on 
Tuesday when news of the out¬ 
break first surfaced. The 
number of calls trailed off near 
the end of the week but did not 
stop. 


the equipment could be deliv¬ 
ered. 

"Time is a bit of an issue 
and that could have been han¬ 
dled differently," said Reeve 
Ian Harvie adding that the 
special council meeting re¬ 
flected the sense of urgency. 

The lowest bidder offered 
two Mack trucks 
(400hp(a 1 1,800 rpm) for 
$96,000. The County elected 
to go with the second lowest 
bidder who offered two 
Freightliners (410hp(u 2,100 
rpm) because of a shorter de¬ 
livery date, the extra horse¬ 
power, the warranty offered 
and because they felt parts 
would be easier to get when 
there was a need for repair. 

Prairie Hydraulic Ltd. was 
the lowest bid with their Vi¬ 
king plows and sanders and 
the County went with that 
bid. Delivery of that equip¬ 
ment would be as early the 
end of August and there would 
only be a one or two week in¬ 
stallation period because 
Ledcor has 52 units going 


through the same process and 
it is expected that staff will 
be familiar with the process. 

Councillor Dave Derksen 
said he recalled an agreement 
that was set up with the 
County and then folded soon 
after. He had some concerns 
that the County may end up 
in a similar situations again. 

"I would hesitate to agree 
to anything before we have 
something in writing," said 
Derksen, who in the end was 
in favour of going ahead with 
the purchases. 

County Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude tried to 
calm those fears by saying 
that if a deal didn't work out 
the vehicles would fit into the 
County's replacement pro¬ 
gram. 

"If the deal is out in two 
years we could be using this 
equipment in our own fleet." 

Another issue that is yet to 
be worked out is that of staff¬ 
ing issues, but the County is 
confident that will be worked 
out shortly.

Water Valley resident and third generation farmer Dan Butler 
has announced his candidacy for Division 6 of Mountain View 
County, currently held by councillor Dianne Davies. 

With Davies announcement that she will not be seeking re- 
election this term the Water Valley/Cremona area will be choos¬ 
ing someone new to represent them and Butler feels he has the 
experience to do just that. 

Having grown up in the Water Valley area Butler says he is 
well known by local constituents and with 30 years of television 
and radio experience under his belt he knows how to communi¬ 
cate with the public. 

“There's a trust there,” says Butler. “We're elected for a rea¬ 
son and that reason is to be a voice for the people,” said Butler. 

It is for that reason that he says he disagrees with the idea of 
the County hiring a public relations person to deal with the pub¬ 
lic. 

"I think the people that are elected are enough of a voice,” 
added Butler. 

Communication is going to be the key to Butler’s campaign 
and to his term if he is elected, but right now he says he is con¬ 
centrating on gaining an understanding of the issues. 

“I’ve got some work to do in the next month going door to 
door to see what the concerns are,” says Butler. 

One issue that Butler says is important to him already is de¬ 
velopment in the Water Valley/Cremona area. He says he has a 
strong interest in ensuring the community takes a balanced ap¬ 
proach to future development so it remains sustainable, and pri¬ 
marily an agricultural community. 

“One of the reasons I am running is to ensure that the com¬ 
munity stays the way it was intended,” he says.

Didsburians snatch up bottled water during parasite outbreak

When news that eight local 
people had become infected 
with Cryptosporidiosis, the 
same illness that made hun¬ 
dreds ill in North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan, Didsburians 
responded by purchasing bot¬ 
tled water in lump sums. 

"We had a lot of people come 
in to buy water and we ran out 


of bottled water," said AG Food 
Cashier Del Ryan. "We ended 
up just selling it out of Culligan 
machine. "I think it was be¬ 
cause of what was being said 
and a few people wanted to take 
precautions." 

Ryan described the amount 
of water being sold as out of the 
ordinary. 

Rumours that Didsburians 


needed to boil their water cir¬ 
culated through town and 
Health Authority 5 was forced 
to send out a special press-re¬ 
lease, clarifying the position. 

"Rumours have recently sur¬ 
faced advising that residents of 
Carstairs and Didsbury should 
boil their water prior to drink¬ 
ing. Let me reiterate that 
Health Authority 5 has not is¬ 


sued a boil water advisory to 
the residents of Carstairs and 
Didsbury," wrote Keith Lee, 
public health inspector. 

Officials believe that if the 
problem was in the drinking 
water, they would expect to see 
several hundred cases. 

Cryptosporidiosis is an infec¬ 
tion of the intestinal tract 
caused by a parasite called 


Cryptosporidium parvum. Peo¬ 
ple exposed to the parasite may 
experience a variety of symp¬ 
toms such as watery, often mu¬ 
coid diarrhoea, vomiting, loss 
of appetite, abdominal pain 
and occasionally fever and gen¬ 
eral malaise. 

The symptoms usually ap¬ 
pear within one to 12 days af¬ 
ter exposure. 
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Breaking oi the outbreak 

Finally news of the outbreak 
has broke in the Didsbury Review. 

The restrictions of a weekly 
newspaper mean that you just get 
one chance a week to put out the 
news. And when everything is 
done on Monday night, it is a 
tough pill to swallow when a re¬ 
ally. really important issue sur¬ 
faces Tuesday morning. 

And that was the case with the 
news that at least eight people in 
the Didsbury and Carstairs area 
became ill with the same parasite 
that made hundreds sick in North Battlelbrd, Saskatchewan. 
Which means that a week will have gone by before the first 
issue of the Review hits the street talking about the 
Cryptosporidiosis outbreak. 

In the meantime, rumours have spread through the Town 
like wildfire. Some people boiled their water and many bought 
bottled water from the store. AG Foods ran out of water the 
Tuesday the issue hit the streets. 

Multiple press releases came into the office but nothing could 
be done in the paper anyways as today's Review was to tell the 
entire story. 

Meanwhile people took it upon themselves to become in¬ 
formed and stay protective. Boiling water and drinking from 
bottles was unnecessary, but people were smart in taking a 
“better safe than sorry attitude towards the situation.” 

The Town of Didsbury received and estimated 400 phone 
calls about the issue as people tried to stay informed to what 
was going on. 

The Didsbury Esso got a hold of a press release and placed 
it on their door letting people know about the situation. Even 
in a situation where people didn’t have access to the informa¬ 
tion contained in this issue of the Review until now, they some¬ 
how’ found a way to get the proper information.

If you care about the 
health care system, this is your chance to help 
guide the health system that will serve you, your 
family and your community. This is also your 
chance to take a leadership role to develop the 
mandate and determine the goals for health care 
in your region. 

Alberta’s regional health authorities (RHAl 
deliver quality health services in communities 
across the province. Your local RHA is respon¬ 
sible for hospitals, continuing care facilities, com¬ 
munity health services, and public health pro¬ 
grams. RHAs guide the delivery of health serv¬ 
ices in your region and work with local commu¬ 
nities to deliver health services to local residents. 

On October 15, Albertans will elect 126 mem¬ 
bers across the province for Alberta’s 17 regional 
health authorities. These members will make 
up two-thirds of each board. Health and Wellness 
Minister Gary Mar must appoint the other one- 
third of the board within 30 days of the election. 


To be eligible for election, you must be 18 
years of age or older, a Canadian citizen, a resi¬ 
dent of Alberta for six consecutive months prior 
to election day. and a resident of the health re¬ 
gion and electoral district on nomination day. 

Potential candidates must file the Nomina¬ 
tion Paper, complete with the signatures of 25 
eligible electors, and the Candidate’s Acceptance 
form on Nomination Day. You still have plenty 
of time to get the information and signatures 
together, so act now. 

Experience and involvement in a professional, 
management, business or community service ca¬ 
pacity are beneficial to an RHA board member. 
I know my constituency is full of people with 
great ideas on how we can improve health care, 
and I urge those people to consider becoming a 
candidate in this election. 

You can also make your voice heard by vot¬ 
ing. That’s another way to directly influence 
health care in you region. 

Raise your voice. Run for a position on your 
regional health authority board or vote in the 
elections.

Dear Editor, 

This letter is in response to 
Agriculture Minister Shirley 
McClellan’s announcement the 
Province is taking over the sit¬ 
ing of Intensive Livestock Op¬ 
erations (ILO) and removing 
this from Municipal control. 
She has stated that this is a 
result of the review done by the 
Committee headed by MLA 
Albert Klapstein. After review¬ 
ing the summary of the pres¬ 
entations made to the commit¬ 
tee it is obvious that the rec¬ 
ommendations made were on 
the most part ignored. Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Shirley McClellan 
made the comment that under 
the new system, just because 
the people of an area do not want 
an operation built in that area 
will not be a good enough rea¬ 
son to stop it. 

Our fathers and grandfa¬ 
thers fought two world wars to 
protect our democratic system, 
which as far as I know means 
that the majority rules. When 
the majority makes their feel¬ 
ings known, that is what 
should be done. It seems that 
our Provincial Government has 
lost site of this, and appear to 
be going to dictate to the rural 
residents and property owners 
where these unpopular develop¬ 
ments will be built. 

Ms. McClellan stated that by 
putting ILO in the hands of the 
Natural Resources Conserva¬ 
tion Board (NRCB) would make 
agriculture as important as 
other major industries in the 
province, mainly oil, gas and 
forestry industries, the major 
difference, the agriculture in¬ 
dustry is privately owned. The 
crown owns the oil, gas and 
forestry on the most part. Oil 
and gas that are privately 
owned are controlled by who¬ 
ever owns the mineral rights 
and they decide whether they 
are developed or not and the 
government has no say. The 
same holds true for logging on 
private land. 

If the regulation and ap¬ 
proval is to be done by the 
NRCB hopefully this will be 
completely separated from Al¬ 
berta Agriculture Food and 
Rural Development (AAFRD). 
This provincial body has proven 
themselves to be very biased 
when it comes to ILO develop¬ 
ments. Some staff members 
are unqualified to do a proper 
technical assessment. So be¬ 
tween unqualified and bias 
these people have not provided 
municipalities with proper in¬ 
formation to make decisions. 
The bias of AAFRD was raised 
by many of the presenters to 
the Klapstein Committee. 

Ms. McClellan has stated 
that there will be one set of 
standards for the whole prov¬ 
ince that will replace the 
“patchwork” of Bylaws across 
the province. This “patch- 
work” of Bylaws is in place be¬ 
cause there are different things 
that raise concerns in different 
areas and something that is of 
concern in one place will be of 
no concern somewhere else. So 
the one shoe fits all approach 


will not work all across the 
province. 

Our provincial government 
should open their eyes and see 
the problems that have hap¬ 
pened in other parts of Canada, 
the United States, and several 
European Countries where 
large ILOs have been devel¬ 
oped. These problems are real, 
well documented and will hap¬ 


pen here if the government con¬ 
tinues its push to increase the 
number of large scale ILOs 
that are not proven to be sus¬ 
tainable on the long term. 
Several European Countries 
have realized that an excess of 
ILOs is a mistake and are, out 
of necessity reducing livestock 
numbers. Our provincial gov¬ 
ernment is only seeing the dol-

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Carstairs Arena finally comes crashing down

Over 50 years ago the Carstairs Memorial Arena 
was born. Molded from not only wood, concrete and 
steel, but also the sweat, tears and support of a com¬ 
munity. 

Over the years the facility played host to countless 
hockey players and figure skaters as one generation 
carried on to the next. 

Over a half century of memories and history were 
ingrained in the walls and on the ice of the old Car¬ 
stairs Memorial Arena which stood as one of the old¬ 
est ice arenas in the province. 

That is, until last week. 

In less than 3 hours a demolition crew consisting 
of two modern pieces of heavy machinery reduced that 
building to piles of rubble that were later sorted for 
salvage. A harsh and cold end to a community monu¬ 
ment. 

The building didn’t pass alone however, residents 
from both the urban and rural area of various age 
levels came to the site to pay their respects, say good¬ 
bye and to satisfy their curiosity. 

A mixture of feelings scattered that crowd. 

The older generation who were part of the build¬ 
ing's construction or had utilized the building in their 
youth and passed that legacy on to their children 
watched with sorrow and reverence. 

Even the younger crowd recognized the loss of 
memories that accompanied the demolition of the old 
building, but were fascinated by the efficiency in which 
the large machinery tore it down. 

Doug Bales was one of the bystanders who witnessed 
the demolition of the arena, but in 1948 he was a young 
man of 18, witnessing the building’s construction. 

“I know most of the people that helped build it and 
donated their labour,” said Bales. “I don’t know what 
to say, maybe it was time for a new arena ... it’s an old 
landmark.”

When the decision was made to construct the new 
Carstairs arena on property adjacent to Hugh Suth¬ 
erland School a decision had to be made regarding the 
fate of the old arena. 

For months the Town negotiated with organizations 
with other potential uses for the building, but in the 
end the upgrade costs to the building, approximately 
$500,000, proved out of reach. 

That led the Town to the reality the building would 
have to come down, and for a mere $20,000, the price 


was a little more attainable. Rosalie Jansen, was one 
community resident that had hopes the building 
could have been used for another purpose.”1 have my 
grandson with me and he’s sad that it's coming down. 

He would have liked it to be kept to play indoor 
soccer,” said Jansen. Jansen says the building also 
held a lot of history for her and her family. 

“Our son played hockey here when we first came 
to town when he was 14, and then our grandson. 
There is a bit of history here for us.” 

Ten-year-old Josh Seens didn’t have quite as long 
to become acquainted with the old memorial arena 
but that didn’t stop him from feeling a little bad watch¬ 
ing as the building, that has been around all his life, 
came crashing down. 

“It’s really interesting to watch it come down, but 
it’s kind of bad, there are some memories in there,” 
said Seens. 

With the building gone it is only a matter of time 
until it will only be remembered in history books and 
the character flaws that lead to the buildings destruc¬ 
tion will be looked back upon with a smile. 

“I remember the frozen feet and the Waltz music,” 
said Elayne Magee who used to come and watch the 
skating at the arena when she was younger. 

Now new memories will be formed by new genera¬ 
tions who will begin their hockey careers in a new 
state-of-the-art arena that will begin it’s first season 
of operation near the middle of this month. 

But, everyone will still be looking to the site where 
the old arena stood, wondering what will become of 
the site some still wishing the new arena would have 
stood in place of the old. 

“It’s in the name of progress, but progress to what, 
if it becomes a useful spot with something that will be 
beneficial to the town, then great,” said Evelyn Bessey, 
as she watched the last portions of the building being 
ripped away.

Didsbury’s oldest resident passes away at 104 years 


Didsbury’s oldest resident, William Robert (Bill) 
Gibbs, passed away peacefully at Didsbury Personal 
Care Hospital on Aug. 13, 2001 in his 105th year. 

Gibbs was born in the Snowflake District of Mani¬ 
toba on June 10, 1897 and moved to Pilot Mound, 
Manitoba with his parents in 1905. When the first 
World War broke out, Gibbs was anxious to serve his 
country.

Community support helping to offer student awareness program 


At the age of six most children enter into their first 
year of grade school and from there they begin a twelve 
year journey that will take them from childhood to 
adulthood. 

On that quest they will learn not only the basics in 
academic knowledge, but they will also discover them¬ 
selves and the world around them. 

Unfortunately school life isn’t always easy emo¬ 
tionally or physically for students. 

Countless issues plague school aged children on a 
day to day basis. Drugs, alcohol, violence, suicide and 
a whole host of other societal problems face the North 
American student population and reports in the me¬ 
dia have highlighted how serious and tragic those is¬ 
sues can sometimes be. 

It is for that reason the Didsbury and District Com¬ 
munity Policing Advisory Committee (CPAC) is pre¬ 
paring to sponsor a spring awareness program aimed 
at the student population in Cremona, Carstairs and 
Didsbury. The two programs, one targeting elemen¬ 
tary students and the other aimed at junior and sen¬ 
ior high school students, are designed to change atti¬ 


tudes in youth to help promote understanding, toler¬ 
ance and a general productive and positive lifestyle. 

The 180 program directed at junior and senior high 
will show students the value of an attitude that is not 
only positive but inspirational, and how changes in 
attitude can help create a positive atmosphere and 
inspire change among their peers.

SHOUT is a similar interactive awareness program 
targeting youth in their elementary and middle school 
years. SHOUT is designed to show children that they 
don’t have to be victims and that bullying and vio¬ 
lence are wrong no matter what the reason. It teaches 
them to speak out against school violence and encour¬ 
ages a safe and caring atmosphere in our schools. 

“The CPAC has been fundraising for the last three 
months to finance these two programs and we are very 
excited to say we now have the money in the bank to 
go ahead," said CPAC chairman Chris Puglia. 

To offer both programs to the entire student popu¬ 
lation in Didsbury, Carstairs and Cremona the com¬ 


mittee needed just over $2,500 and the communities 
the committee serves have been extremely generous. 

"It has been amazing how much support we have 
received since the committee began operating less than 
a year ago,” says Puglia. 

“Carstairs FCSS and Rural on-line from Water 
Valley helped us with finances to promote the com¬ 
mittee and now the FCSS committees from Cremona 
and Mountain View County, as well as the Didsbury 
Thrift Store and the Didsbury RCMP have been gen¬ 
erous enough to provide us with funding.” 

The next step for the committee will be to present 
the idea to the school board and the school councils 
to help get support and promotion within the school 
itself.

The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission ICRTC) has initiated a 
proceeding to review the form of regulation for the telephone companies in Canada (Price 
Cap Review and Related Issues, Public Notice CRTC 2001-37) Since 1998, the CRTC has used 
Price Cap regulation to regulate the prices charged for local telephone services by the 
telephone companies 

In its submission in this proceeding, TELUS has proposed a Service Improvement Plan to extend 
service to unserved communities and upgrade service in communities with a lower grade of 
service For unserved communities, the Service Improvement Plan is a voluntary program for 
communities with at least 10 permanent residents who are willing to participate in the plan The cost 
of the Service Improvement Plan in unserved communities would be paid for in part by the 
customers obtaining service (up to SI,000 of the first S26,000 per household) and in part by a subsidy 
from all other customers (for any amount beyond the customer's SI,000 per household up to a 
maximum of $25,000 per household). The cost of the Service Improvement Plan for upgrades in 
underserved communities would be paid entirely by a subsidy from all other customers 
TELUS has also proposed that it have the flexibility to raise rates for local service (including 
extended area servlcel by up to S3 per month per year to a maximum monthly rate of S35 per month 
for residential customers Any rate increases in high-cost areas would reduce the subsidy paid by 
the general body of customers to maintain service in those areas Por business customers, TELUS 
has proposed that rates be constrained by increases ot no more than 10% per year in areas where 
there is no competition and that this constraint not apply in areas where competition exists 
The CRTC invites any person wishing to file written comments in this proceeding to do so by writing to 
the CRTC by October 15, 2001 As well, the first day of the oral hearing, which is scheduled to take place 
in Hull, Quebec on October I, 2001 will be reserved for comments from the general public.

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QUESTION: Why do my kids have to fight all the time? 
I have three of them, and they drive me crazy. Why can’t 
they be nice to each other? 

DR. DOBSON: Good question! All I can tell you is that 
sibling rivalry has been going on for a long time. It was 
responsible for the first murder on record (when Cain killed 
Abel), and has been represented in virtually every two- 
child family from that time to this. The underlying source 
of this conflict is old-fashioned jealousy and competition 
between children. 

Marguerite and Willard Beecher, writing in their book 
“Parents on the Run,” expressed the inevitability of this 
struggle as follows: “It was once believed that if parents 
would explain to a child that he was having a little brother 
or sister, he would not resent it. He was told that his par¬ 
ents had enjoyed him so much that they wanted to in¬ 
crease their happiness. 

This was supposed to avoid jealous competition and ri¬ 
valry. It did not work. Why should it? 

Needless to say, if a man tells his wife he has loved her 
so much that he now plans to bring another wife into the 
home to ‘increase his happiness,’ she would not be im¬ 
mune to jealousy. On the contrary, the fight would just 
begin — in exactly the same fashion as it does with chil¬ 
dren.” 

QUESTION: If jealousy between kids is so common, 
then how can parents minimize the natural antagonism 
that children feel for their siblings? 

DR. DOBSON: It’s helpful to avoid circumstances that 
compare them unfavorably with each other. They are ex¬ 
tremely sensitive to the competitive edge of their relation¬ 
ship. 

The question is not, “How am I doing?”; it is, “How am 
I doing compared with John or Steven or Marion?” The 
issue is not how fast can I run, but who crosses the finish 
line first. A boy does not care how tall he is; he is vitally 
interested in who is tallest. 

Each child systematically measures himself against his 
peers and is tremendously sensitive to failure within his 
own family. 

Accordingly, parents should guard against comparative 
statements that routinely favor one child over another. 
Perhaps an illustration will help make the case. When I 
was about 10 years old, I loved to play with a couple of 
dogs that belonged to two families in the neighborhood. 
One was a black Scottie who liked to chase and retrieve 
tennis balls. 

The other was a pug bulldog who had a notoriously bad 
attitude. One day as I was tossing the ball for the Scottie, 
it occurred to me that it might be interesting to throw it 
in the direction of the ol’ grouch. 

It was not a smart move. 

The ball rolled under the bulldog, who grabbed the Scottie 
by the throat when he tried to retrieve it. It was an awful

Neighbors came running as the Scottie screamed in pain. 
It took 10 minutes and a garden hose to pry the bulldog’s 
grip loose, and by then the Scottie was almost dead. He 
spent two weeks in the hospital, and I spent two weeks in

I regret throwing that ball to this day. I have thought 
about that experience many times and have begun to rec¬ 
ognize its application to human relationships. Indeed, it is 
a very simple thing to precipitate a fight between people. 
All that is necessary is to toss a ball, symbolically, under 
the more aggressive of the two and prepare for the battle 
that ensues. 

This is done by repeating negative comments one has 
made, or by baiting one in the presence of the other. It can 
be accomplished in business by assigning overlapping ter¬ 
ritory to two managers. 

They will tear each other to pieces in the inevitable ri¬ 
valry. Alas, it happens every day. This principle is also 
applicable to siblings. It is remarkably easy to make them 
mortal enemies. 

All a parent must do is toss a hall in the wrong direc¬ 
tion. 

Their natural antagonism will do the rest.

“While they are here they are expected to 
become fully integrated as part of the family they are staying with...that means sharing in family 
chores and responsibilities.” Host families, she adds, are paid an honorarium to help offset the 
cost of food & utilities. “They have their own health care coverage & spending money, however, 
so they are pretty self-sufficient in other ways...,” says Krolls. All of the International students 
must know at least some English and be able to speak the language. 

Christian has six years of English and four years of French. “He has a great interest in music 
and is very social. He will be here until June - for about nine months.”

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

Chamber seeking 
information 
through survey

The Didsbury and District Chamber of Commerce 
are conducting a survey in hopes of reviving the local 
organization. 

One hundred and fifty-six questionnaires have been 
handed out to local businesses to allow Chamber mem¬ 
bers to have their say on a variety of issues related to 
growth in Didsbury. 

"We had a general consensus from the directors that 
we wanted to organize a review of where we are at 
and where we want to go," said Clem Kuelker, Cham¬ 
ber direction and in charge of Alberta Chamber Rela¬ 
tions. "Without asking the general membership to get 
involved is not prudent." 

Surveys were handed out and mailed out to the dif¬ 
ferent businesses and the chamber strongly encour¬ 
aged in a cover letter to have members fill out the 
sheet and return it to the office. In an attempt to get 
people to say what they really feel about the direction 
of the chamber and the other questions posed to them 
in the survey, the sheet will be handed in with out 
names on them. 

"We have let our members know that they can par¬ 
ticipate and participate anonymously," said Kuelker. 

The main issue in the questionnaire has to do with 
growth, said Kuelker. He said he wants to find out 
first if the membership is strongly in favour of growth 
and secondly if they are, how far are they willing to 
go to make a difference. 

Kuelker said he believes the tax base the Town col¬ 
lects from businesses is currently low. He believes the 
town needs more industrial growth and that 35 per 
cent of the Towns total taxes collected should come 
from the business districts. 

The chamber would like to have the surveys com¬ 
pleted and returned by the end of August so that the 
results can be compiled and discussed at the next 
Chamber meeting.
